Falkenburg married a Brazilian and 
returned to Rio He hoped to open a soft ice 
cream business in Brazil, a country where 
the product was unknown but where regular 
ice cream enjoyed great popularity.

'Brazilians accepted 
Bob's food right 
away," Maddox said “ They seem to have 
open minds to accept new things and old 
things in new ways The> have a knack for 
laking the hest things from Europe, Japan 
and the States and making them work " 


And work it does 
According to Bob's 
figures, the firm's chain of luncheonettes 
serves HOO.(XKI hamburgers and 43,750 gallons 
of orange juice each month 
In order to 
maintain consistency of products, it builds 
its own ice cream and r e s t a u r a n t 
equipment, produces its own paper cups and 
launders its own uniforms and towels. Bob’s 
also makes its hamburger patties, slices its 
ham and cheese and. of course, churns its 
now-famous soft ice cream. Maddox said 


Maddox, who worked for Ralston-Burma's 
Jack in The Box chain before coming to 
Brazil with Libby, said when he arrived he 
thought of changing the ordering system 
used by 
the mostly Portuguese counter 
employes 
they shout the orders then slide 
on waxed concrete floors to pick them up 
and serve them 


“ But the more I looked at the guys sliding 
back and forth and sort of singing. I saw it 
was a show the employes and the customers 
liked So now we emphasize it in employe 
training courses." he said. 


With the fast-food, hotdog, hamburger 
habit now a part of the Rio citizen's diet. 
Bob's plans to modify its service and 
attempt to break into the Sao Paulo market. 
Maddox said. 


For other Americans planning to operate 
in Brazil, he had this word 
Brazilians like 
their meat dry and lean, with only 12 per 
cent fat content The 25 per cent fat content 
meat used in American hamburgers is not 
even available in Brazil, he said

When we wheel our ears into our own 
driveways at the end of the days' activities, 
very few of us take time to wonder just how 
close we might have come to a serious ae 
eident on the highways With the high rate of 
automobile tragedies, we could well use the 
advice that St Paul gave to Timothy about 
being alert 
Of course accidents do happen, to saint as 
well as sinner But if all of us would demon 
strate more of our religion on the highway we 
would not only be promoting longevity of life, 
but we would also be making our religion 
more real and desirable 
To be sure, Christ never rode in an 
automobile When He came to earth as a 
human two thousand years avo He laid aside 


His glory and took on Himself the limitations 
of humanity And in outward forms and ap 
pea ranees He was neither behind nor ahead of 
His times Thus He was limited to the mode of 
transportation of His day Had there been 
automobiles. Urn sure He would have em 
ployed their advantages However, I ’m sure 
that Christ would have noted the terrible 
pyschological effect that climbing under the 
wheel of such a “ shiny monster" would have 
had on even one of His disciples' 


And He does notice it' And He is supposed 
to be riding with us' But sometimes I wonder 
if He really is, with our tension, anger, speed 
and carelessness' We Christians who believe 
in divine protection are also required by the 
scriptures, as well as the law, to exercise 
every human caution 


Religion In America 
Theology History 


Theology, most simply, is God talk 
As 
long as people have wondered and talked 
about God. there has been theology. 
In 
the 
Christian 
scheme 
of 
things, 
theology is the attempt to articulate, in a 
somewhat sophisticated way. the distinctive 
Christian message of Scripture to make the 
message meaningful for a particular time 
and place 
But according to Dr George A. Lindbeck 
of the Divinity School of Yale University, 
the very notion of “ doing theology" is today 
under attack 
Lindbeck was one of the signers of the 
now 
famous 
‘ Hartford 
Appeal,” 
t h e 
manifesto that attacked 13 "themes" or 
patterns of thought of modern life as "false 
and debilitating" but all too pervasive in the 
life of the Church. 
In an article on the Appeal in historical 
perspective. 
Lindbeck 
argued 
that 
the 
Appeal is unique in history “ because it 
battles for the possibility of theology rather 
than itself proposing a theology " 
His article, “ A Battle for Theology,” along 
with essays by seven other signers of the 
Appeal which expand on the theme and 
intents of the manifesto's makers, has been 
published in a new book. “ Against the World 
For the World" (Seabury Press). 


In earlier times. Lindbeck said. previous 
theological manifestoes all assumed the 
possibility of Christian theology and the 
manifestoes were statements of various 
sides or positions in a debate 
"The quarrels between right and left, 
majorities and minorities, orthodox and 
heretics were over the right theology, not 
over the possibility of theology,” he said 
Today, however, the themes articulated in

the baldest fashion in the Hartford Appeal 
such notions as "Modern thought 
is 
superior to all past forms of understanding 
reality" or “ the world sets the agenda for 
the Church" 
are so widespread, so much 
a part of everyone's common assumptions 
that they “ inhibit the theological attempt to 
discern what is true and right from an 
independently Christian perspective " 
In 
other words, they make theology impossible 
“ Many of the signers at Hartford admit 
they 
personally 
find 
these 
t h e m e s 
seductive." he said. adding that the themes 
"so completely discourage theology that 
they even prevent explicit heresy " 
Another way of putting it is to say that 
Christian thinkers who subscribe to the 
themes attacked in the Hartford Appeal are 
held in "cultural captivity," where the f a d s 
and fancies of that which is contemporary 
shape 
their 
thinking 
more 
than 
the 
distinctive, timeless truths of the Christian 
faith 
Lindbeck believes this is a period of 
theological shift, a period of transition when 
elder models for ways of thinking about the 
Christian faith do not seem adequate 
In the midst of such shifts, he argues, 
many are tempted to deny either 
the 
necessity or the possibility of theology 
"The 
Appeal 
is 
addressed 
precisely 
to 
this 
danger." he noted 
“ It does not try to propose either a new or 
old theology 
It rather tries to rally 
together those who believe that theological 
affirmation is vital to Christianity. 
“ It asks Christians to attend seriously to 
past 
theological 
affirmations, 
and 
t o 
recognize that these are better than nothing 
during our period of waiting and struggle for 
something new," he said 


Yesterday's Autos 


H>LA I RA KRETT

In the latter days of the nineteenth venturi 
Indiana supported a number of tinkerers 
mechanics, scientists and inventors who 
brought progress to Indiana and Amt’ lea 
through their inventive genius Many of these 
men and their gadgets came from Kokomo 
In October, 1894, D C Spraker invented ti.c 
first pneumatic rubber tire A year later, 
William Johnson made the first aluminum 
casting 
at 
Kokomo 
In 
1902. 
the 
first 
automobile carburetor was developed by 
George Kingston in the city About twenty 
years later the first mechanical corn picker 
was invented there by John Powell ana in 
1928, the first canned tomato juice appeared 
at Kokomo as baby food 


Perhaps the greatest invention to come out 
of 
the 
Howard 
County 
Seat 
was 
the 
automobile It would be known in time as the 
Haynes — Apperson 
and 
its 
creator 
was 
Elwood Haynes 
Haynes was born at Portland, Indiana on 
October 14, 1857 Professionally he was a 
school teacher and administrator 
But his 
heart was in tinkering with mechanical 
gadgets 
By 1890, the inventor was field superin­ 
tendent for the new indiana Natural Gas 
Company at Kokomo One of the problems 
with the new natural gas was that con 
densation formed in the pipelines and the gas 
froze making it unusable as a fuel Haynes 
pioneered a method of drying the fuel by 
refrigeration to keep it from freezing This 
procedure left a liquid gas residue which was 
pumped out of the lines as waste and dumped 
Haynes' Hoosier soul cringed at the waste 
of something which might be useful to man 
He decided that one way in which the wasted, 
dumped, evaporating liquid gas might be 
used was to use it as fuel in what was then 
called the “ horseless carriage." 
The inventor began working on his car 
sometime in 1891 and worked steadily on it 
tor three years He needed mechanical help 
and hired two brothers, Elmer and Edgar 
Apperson for forty cents an hour to help 
develop his invention They worked every 
evening and on weekends to perfect his in­ 
vention 
The efforts of Haynes and the Appersons 
paid off On July 4, 1894, Elwood Haynes 
made a trial run in his automobile As a 
fascinated crowd watched on rural Punt 
pkinville Pike Haynes sped down the pike at 
an unheard of six to seven miles an hour That 
first car 
is 
today 
in 
the 
Smithsonian 
Institution at Washington 
Haynes knew that constant improvement 
was necessary to make the new tangled auto a 
success So in 1895 he invented an engine 
which was partially aluminum The next year 
he introduced nickel steel into his auto 


manufacturing process During 1897 and 1898 
he discovered various metal alloys which h^ 
tH'gan to use in his autos 
All of this work was to bring the Haynes- 
Apperson partnership to success On May 24. 
1898 the Haynes-Apperson Automobile 
Company was formed The partnership was 
dissolved in 1902 when Haynes bought out the 
Appersons and they began to make their own 
cars 
Like most 
inventors Haynes was not 
satisfied unless he was tinkering and in­ 
venting In 1903 he developed a rotary gas 
valve engine 
More alloys < cobalt-nickel) 
were discovered in 1907 and finally in 1915 
Haynes developed a method of making 
stainless steel which he called "Satelite." 
This tinkering and inventing alloys was to 
lead to far more than automobile develop 
ment and progress Without these alloys there 
would be no space age metals aud thus no 
space travel today. 
Haynes began a trend in Indiana which led 
to a flood of automobile manufacturing 
facilities There sprang up in those early days 
of auto manufacturing two hundred eighty- 
five automobile building firms These firms 
were working in fifty Hoosier cities and 
Indianapolis had fifty auto plants within its 
city limits 
What was to kill Indiana as a major auto 
manufacturing state was the high cost of 
transporting steel from the Minnesota fields 
to indiana It was far cheaper to haul it from 
Minnesota to Detroit, .Michigan 
In 1923. Elwood Haynes built a big new 
plant for his automaking at Kokomo 
Its 
assembly lines were capable of turning out 
forty curs a day. which in 1923 was no small 
feat 
A year earlier in 1922, a monument to 
Elwood Haynes was dedicated to him On 
July 4, 1922. a host of dignitaries gathered at 
the spot on Pumpkinvine Pike where twenty- 
eight years before Haynes had tested his first 
automobile 
Elwood Haynes died in 1925 at the age of 
seventy-erne. His company did not assemble 
automobiles after his death His big Kokomo 
plant lay idle until 1937 when the Chrysler 
Corporation bought it to make transmissions 
tor it vehicles Today the former Haynes 
facility is a die casting plant for the Chrysler 
firm 
Kokomo has not forgotten Elwood Haynes 
and tits invention There is in the city an 
Elwood Haynes Museum which has the 
largest amount of Haynes materials and 
memorabilia known to be in existence. 
In addition, the section of the old Pum­ 
pkinvine Pike where Haynes ran that first car 
now lies inside Kokomo's city limits. It has 
been renamed "Elwood Haynes Memorial 
Boulevard" to honor one of Kokomo's out­ 
standing citizens and pioneer automobile 
inventor.

Baseball is one of the oldest and most colorful of the national 
sports It has coined more descriptive expression among sports 
writers and gam e broadcasters, but every now and then the 
experts get confused. Take the New York Times in which a 
recent story said. “ Michel Lolich started more gam es, struck 
out more battel s, and hurled more shut-outs than any pitcher on 
the FOOTBALL staff.” 
“Terrible T ed-’ Turner the owner of the Atlanta Braves 
recently calm ly signed a four year contract 
with Andy 
Messersmith for one and three quarters million dollars but 
when he watched them play, the pitcher “ balked” with two men 
on. He jumped to his feet and wanted to know what those guys 
were doing. “ The pitcher balked" some one explained Now I 
have no idea what a balk is...neither did he It just goes to show 
you can love the gam e and still not understand the lingo, or the 
strategy. 
The sports coverage in the Rushville Republican is accurate 
and diverse Basketball, baseball, track, golf, tennis, name 
it. and you find a story on it expressed concisely and well. 
Reading the outcome of the gam e is great but if you can not see 
it, then tune in to the radio broadcast Erie Brenner and Rick 
Conklin have team ed up to put all the excitement into even a 
slow moving baseball game. They do this with a wealth of 
colorful phrases and imaginative expressions Their instant 
replay builds the gam e into a suspenseful crescendo when the 
bases are loaded and the batter comes up . 
Many of the expressions are easy to understand such as a 
“ lunging tag by the catcher,” o r a “ double” or a “ triple.” But a 
sacrifice fly or he “’stroked a long fly over to left field" or "he 
broke the gam e open by scoring,” are unintelligle to one whose 
glossary is best adapted to culinary expertise...and cookbook 
reading 
A "Blooper” to me means a TV spoonerism or a situation 
when the announcer misprounces a name or thinks the mike is 
disconnected and adds .some words that are instantly bleeped 
out 
In baseball according to my expert, a blooper is a lazy 
strikeout to right field It can also be h pitch lobbed to the batter 
with back spin 
Another expression that intakes their broadcast exciting i’s' 
their version of pitching For/*xample the pitcher can pitch to 
the "outside corner." He can pitch "out of a wind up " In this 
case his right foot is on "the ru b b er." he steps back with the left 
foot, extends a rm s full length over his head, and then lets the 
hall go If he pitches out of the stretch, he pitches from the 
waist 
and this usually comes when he reacts fast to try to take 
out a runner on base A bean pitch is when someone gets hit in 
the head 
A curved ball is a ball that “ b reak s" over the plate It is 
sometimes called a breaking pitch A “ basket c atch ” is c at­ 
ching with two hands on the glove. An R.B I means runs batted 
in. 
A “clean up” is when the fourth m an comes up to bat. and 
must hit to clean up all three liases The lead-off man is the first 
man up 
A “ cu t-oft m a n ” is important to the success of a high school 
game. My definition may come as a surprise to the coach. If 
there is a hit to the outfield, for example, the player there must 
catch the hall, and then instantly decide how far he can throw If 
he c an ’t throw to first base, for example, then he throws to the 
player he can get to accurately and then lets him "cut it off” hr 
tag the man on base 
The head coach of the team usually signals from third base 
and if the assistant coach is able to be at the game, he is 
stationed at first liase to signal advice. However, often the 
RUHS assistant coach has his own gam e going so one of the 
older players on the team is stationed at first base for this 
purpose

been perfect If you c a n ’t sec it in person, then tune in to WRCR 
or read the results in the next day ’s Rushville Republican.
